In a nation which has de­ 
liberately chosen freedom as 
its way of life and represen­ 
tative government as its po­ 
litical organisation, education 
for all was an inevitable ne- 
cessity. The concept of uni­ 
versal education as devel­ 
oped and established in the 
United States may well be 
the most significant fact of 
modem times. However, in 
a community which had been 
a chartered municipality for 
aero than half a century before 
Huh nation Bras established, the 
soasspt of free public education 
aaa soon adopted after the pass­ 
er the first public school law 
for the state or Pennsyl- 
I 1*94. 
The citizens of Bristol elected 
their first hoard of school direc­ 
tors in March, in s . At first, 
quarters were rented but soon 
the response of the people to the 
DSW privilege of a free education 
made It necessary to provide 
spore apace. Brought to a public 
election, the people of Bristol 
gave approval to erect the first 
public owned school building in 
IU?. This building, still standby 
after HO years, is still 
sound 
structurally and It is the hope 
of many that It will be preserved 
forjNMterlty. 
This interest In public educa­ 
tion, kept pace with the steady 
growth and expansion of Bristol. 
The Deft school building was 
erWtad On Otter street In 1853. 
followed

Washington 
street school In 187*. and the 
Bath street school in 1180. In 
1894 the need tor a separate high 
•chAdl building was met by the 
elution of the first high school 
building at the corner of Wood 
anti1 Mulberry streets. Again, 
there was a need tor more class 
room space to take care of the 
■rowing population. Bristol had 
growu steadily as an Industrial 
community and In the first de­ 
cade of this century there was 
an ever Increasing need for more 
school space. After deferring on 
thin problem for several years, 
the present Jefferson Avenue 
school wan erected in IMM. This 
bonding, excellent In design tor 
that period, embodied such mod­ 
ern features as forced ventila­ 
tion, drinking fountains, 
class 
rooms with ample natural light 
and an auditorium seating ap­ 
proximately 400 people 
The nest period or growth was 
on# which is reflected In the pres­ 
ent day conditions in secondary 
acbools.
